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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 12-21, 26-32, 35-41, 46 and 48-71 are pending in the present application. 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9 September 2004 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's arguments regarding the restriction requirement set forth as an election by 
original presentation in the final rejection mailed 9 March 2004 have been considered and found 
persuasive in that it is not an serious search burden to the examiner to search the entire scope of 
the application. Thus, the restriction requirement set forth the prior office action has been 
withdrawn.

Claims 35-41 and 48-71 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. x
